day of happiness, and, consequently,
gratitude on the part of the worker. It
means, also, another, and, for that
little world, universal token, nn of
fering up of thanks for the numerous
little white, pods which bring profits
to tho muster and the winter's provl
sions and clothes to the worker. But
it also means u day of pluy to all.

Hard as Is the lulior of the cotton
plantation hands, they do some extra
work willingly for Thanksgiving day
for several weeks beforehnud. It Is a
sure sign of the approach of Thanks
giving day when one sights here and
there throuch the woods the bobbing.
smoking pine torches that light the
way for a dozen black, shining, grin-

ning faces. It Is the usual hunt for Mr.
Possum that keeps them from their
beds, and makes them scramble
through thickets, Jump ditches and
wullow through morshes.

For several nights the woods for
miles around tho pimtutlon are the
scone of night activities. It Is easy
enough to find the trail of a 'possum,
nud when once located the dogs load
a running, howling band In the hunt.
Mr. Possum Is, however, a slow mover,
and when he hears the yelps of those
hounds and the howl? of file negroes
und sees the glare of the torches, he
gets up the nearest tree and settles on
a limb.

Once in the pen they
are fed for a couple of weeks with
food that takes away all trace of their
natural food and rounds out their
Bidea with good, sweet meat.

Several days before Thanksgiving
day some of the bunds aro taken from
the cotton fields and put to work
around the plantation buildings. This
Is, with the exception of Christmas,
perhaps the most enjoyable task of

the yenr, for It means tho preparation
for the feast which the pluntution Is
to give Us hands on the day when
thanks offerings are made.

Usually this Is spread In one of
the big buildings on the plantation,
perhaps a burn or a cotton shed. TI.
hands ure set to work at first to clear
out the place and make It clean. Then
they put together n dozen or more long
Inrorovlsed tables and benches, and
lastly they decorate the building with
all kinds of flags and bunting. On the
side near the center they also put up

day there comes the usual dance. Sev-

New Salad
A new tomato salad. Place a whole

peeled tomato on a crisp lettuce leaf.
Over it sprinkle a goodly supply of
cucumber and onion finely chopped.

How to Make Soup to a Queen's Taste
A delicious and nutritious soup is

made in this way:
Cook a quart can of tomatoes, or

its equivalent in fresh, for 20 minutes,
then rub thru a fine seive. Season
with salt and pepper and a few drops
of onion juice Cook a quart of milk
in the double boiler, adding, when at
the boiling point, two tablespoonfuls
of flour stirred smooth in a lit.le cold
milk. Add two tablespoonfuls of but-

ter. Beat the yolks of two or three
eggs in a tureen, pour the milk in. o
the tureen over the eggs, beating vig-

orously so they will not curdle.
Sprinkle finely cut parsely over the
top and serve very hot with crou.ons
or bread sticks.

Pineapple Snow
One-ha- lf box of gelatin or jelly-powde- r,

one-ha- lf cupful cold water,
one can pineapple and one cupful su-

gar. Soak the gelatin or jelly pow-

der in the water for one-ha- lf hour.
Take half the juice of the can of pine-

apple and add enough cold water to
make a pint, stir in the sugar and
boil three minutes. Pour boiling water
upon the gelatin or jelly pc'der. Let
it stand until it begins to thicken, then
beat it until it looks like whate cream.
Let it harden sufficiently to hold up
frui (, then add one-ha- lf cupful of the
pineapple which has been chopped fine.
Pour into mold and set away to bor
len. Turn out of mold and Berve with
or without cream as preferred.

Tart Jelly or Preserves
Mix anu sift together, flour, áalt,

sugar and baking powder. Rub on

butter with tips of fingers and add
just enough milk or water, or half
milk and half water to make a soft
biscuit dought. Pour on floured
board, divide in o eight pieces, pat
flat with floured fingers, lay two
tablespoonfuls of any tart jelly or pre-

serves you may have on hand on each
niece and roll. Place in a baking pan
with the following: Sauce One and a
ha'f tablespoonfuls butter, one and a
half cupfuls sugar, three cupf uls boil
ing water. When you have creamed
he butter and sugar,. add boiling wa-

ter.

James E. Wentz Must Throw His Vast

Holdings on Market by Jan. 21; the
Women Refuse to Buy at 50c Per

War against the hiprh cost of liv-

ing became millitant here today with
simultaneous raids by the city health
depnr .ment against three of the larg

cold storage warehouses in the
city. The raids were based on a city
ordinance, long ignored, which places

restriction on the time foods may
kept in cold storage "d

partly, it is said, to the cmfwypvb
James E. Wentz, a wholesaler, so--
called "egg king" who is said to be
ing 72,000,000 eggs.

"I've got them. Whnt are you go
ing to do about it?" was te answer
Wentz gave to investigators who
sought to discover what iiuantity of
foodstuff was- - in storape in the pres
ent time of high prices.

The ordinance prohibits the storage ty
of eggs for more than ten months. Ex
amination showed that many millions
including many stored by Wentz, were
put away in March aid Ar-i- l.

"Wentz will be obliged to throw these
on the market by January 21," said
Dr. John D. Robertson, hen'th com
missioner, "and my advice to the peo
pie is to stop using eggs until he be
gins to markef them."

Women of the Political Equality
league adopted a resol"tini today de
claring that "eggs at 50 cents a doz
en are prohibitive." -- id agreeing to
buy none at that price.

"The price of eggs is the result of
general prosperity' which has in-

duced an extraordinary
together with a shortage of production
according to a statemen. by the Chi- -

cogo butter and egg board, which
announced that it would welcome any
investigation into its manner at arriv-
ing at prices.

"There is a big shortap-- in the
holdings of eggs and butter, as estab-
lished by the government reports," the
statement said.
